Metro  Airport  had 
no  ‘mystery  woman5

Repeated  viewings  of  a  De¬ 
troit  Metro  Airport  screening 
tape  showed  that  there  was  no 
“mystery  woman  running 
about  the  airport  last  Friday 
night,”  airport  spokesman  Mic¬ 
hael  Conway  stated  Tuesday. 

However  the  erroneous  re¬ 
port  did  snarl  traffic  at  the  air¬ 
port  that  night,  as  planes  were 
halted  and  every  passenger 
was  searched  before  they  were 
allowed  to  depart,  Conway 
said. 

Early  reports  said  that  a  wo¬ 
man  ran  from  an  inspection 
area  after  an  alarm  sounded, 
causing  an  instant  rush  of  se¬ 
curity  measures. 

Conway  admitted  that  the 
scare  delayed  some  flights  and 
even  cancelled  others,  leaving 
many  of  the  thousands  of 
weekend  travelers  perturbed 
and  others  downright  angry. 

The  repeated  checks  of  the 
video  tapes  show  where  one  of 
the  passenger  checkpoint 
guards  becomes  agitated, 
when  it  was  thought  a  woman 
slipped  through  without  a  sec¬ 
ondary  screening  effort. 

The  tapes  show  that  the  wo¬ 
man,  who  was  in  a  group  of 
passengers,  actually  was 
screened  by  a  secondary 
checkpoint  person  after  all,

Conway  said. 

“Most  important  was  that 
there  was  no  running  woman 
in  the  airport.  It  seems  some¬ 
one  misinterpreted  a  comment 
concerning  a  woman  who  al¬ 
legedly  ‘ran  through’  a  check¬ 
point  after  an  alarm  sounded,” 
Conway  said. 

“It  would  be  equivalent  to 
our  saying  that  we  ran  to  the 
store,”  Conway  said. 

Other  mistakes  listed  in¬ 
cluded  the  description  of  the 
woman’s  clothing,  Conway 
said.  Originally  it  was  reported 
she  had  a  bare  midriff,  when 
in  reality  she  wore  a  short 
blouse,  he  said. 

Thus  it  strongly  shows  that 
no  one  breached  our  security 
system  here,  Conway  said.  As  a 
further  safeguard,  he  contin¬ 
ued,  the  Federal  Aviation  Au¬ 
thority  is  conducting  an  in- 
depth  follow-up  investigation. 


Traffic  near  airport 
slowed  at  Wayne  Road 


Traffic  near  Detroit  Metro¬ 
politan  airport  will  be  slowed 
in  the  area  of  1-94  and  Wayne 
road  for  the  next  several 
months  as  the  bridge  deck  over 
the  local  road  is  replaced. 

Through  traffic  on  Wayne 
road,  near  the  1-94  overpass, 
will  be  impacted  from  now  un¬ 
til  about  Aug.  1,  Department  of 


Transportation  officials  said. 

In  addition  Michael  Con¬ 
way,  airport  spokesperson, 
said  the  eastbound  lane  of  1-94 
(leaving  the  airport  area)  will 
be  narrowed  to  one  lane  just 
east  of  Wayne  road  starting 
about  10  o’clock  tonight  and  to¬ 
morrow  night. 


New  EPS  well  hearings 

slated  for  next  Thursday

A  new  public  hearing  on  the 
proposed  construction  of  a 
pair  of  controversial  liquid 
waste  disposal  wells  will  be 
conducted  by  the  Michigan  Su¬ 
pervisor  of  Mineral  Wells  at  7 
p.m.  May  1  in  the  auditorium  of 
Romulus  High  School. 

Members  of  the  national  En- 
vironmental  Protection 
Agency,  who  have  yet  to  make 
a  decision  on  the  project,  will 
be  in  attendance. 

Harold  R.  Fitch,  supervisor 
of  mineral  wells,  said  “the 
hearing  is  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  public  comments 
and  recommendations  regard¬ 
ing  the  need  and  advisability 
of  issuing  permits  to  Environ¬ 


mental  Disposal  Systems  Inc.” 

The  permits  would  allow 
the  drilling  and  operation  of 
two  disposal  wells  for  non- 
hazardous  and  potentially  for 
hazardous  liquid  wastes  via 
deep  well  injection,  Fitch  said. 

The  proposed  surface  loca¬ 
tion  is  Citrin  road  (northwest 
of  the  intersection  of  Wick  and 
Inkster  roads  and  south  of  the 
1-94  expressway)  in  Romulus. 

The  issue  of  deep  well  injec¬ 
tion  projects  have  become  a 
major  political  issue  in  Ro¬ 
mulus  and  nearby  Taylor.  A 
lengthy  series  of  court  battles 
have  taken  place  in  recent 
years,  as  city  and  state  politi¬ 
cal  leaders,  EDS  company  offi- 
cials,  Romulus 
Environmentalists  Caring 


About  People  (RECAP)  mem¬ 
bers  and  other  private  groups 
have  joined  the  fray. 

Fitch  said  that  persons  un¬ 
able  to  attend  the  hearing  may 
submit  their  comments  in  writ¬ 
ing  prior  to  May  22.  The  com¬ 
ments  should  be  mailed  to  the 
Geological  Survey  Division,  PO 
Box  30256,  Lansing,  MI.  48909.

Heftier  laments 
Don't  lower  car  death  charge

A  grieving  Romulus  mother 
is  pleading  that  a  vehicular 
manslaughter  charge  pressed 
against  a  driver,  who  is  ac¬ 
cused  of  killing  her  19-  year- 
old  son  last  January,  not  be 
lowered. 

“Lower  that  charge  and 
you’ll  be  sending  the  wrong 
message  to  area  hit  and  run 
drivers  and  you’ll  be  further 
hurting  victim’s  families  such 
as  mine,”  Kathy  Keyser  stated 
last  Tuesday. 

Keyser’s  son,  Earl  Jr.,  a  se¬ 
nior  at  Romulus  High  School, 
was  struck  and  killed  about  6 
o’clock  the  night  of  Jan.  23. 

Romulus  police  two  days 
later  charged  a  fellow  Ro¬ 
mulus  resident,  Brian  Keith 
Nelson,  with  the  manslaughter 
charge,  as  well  as  a  complaint 
charging  he  left  the  scene  of  a 
personal  injury  accident. 

The  mother  declared  “even 
if  Brian  serves  one  year  or  15 
years  in  jail,  he  still  his  a  fu¬ 
ture  life.  My  son  does  not.  He 
won’t  get  a  chance  to  graduate 
with  his  peers  this  June  and 
won’t  enter  the  Marines  as  he 
planned  on  Aug.  4.” 

Keyser  said  she  and  her 
daughters,  Danielle,  11,  and 
Amber,  16,  have  had  to  un¬ 
dergo  therapy  to  rid  them¬ 
selves  of  deep  anger. 

The  anger  is  fueled  by  the 
fact  that  “none  of  the  persons 
in  three  cars  at  the  accident 
scene,  took  a  moment  to  step 
out  of  their  vehicles  to  see  if 
my  son  needed  help.  Most  peo¬ 
ple  would  do  that  if  they  struck 
a  dog,”  she  said. 

“I  want  Brian  to  be  pun¬ 
ished  for  vehicular  man¬ 
slaughter,  because  he  took  an 
important  life--my  son’s.  He 
also  tried  to  hide  the  vehicle 
that  struck  him,”  Keyser  said.

She  had  high  praise  for  the 
compassion  of  investigating 
Romulus  Detective  Sgts.  Ron 
Huggins  and  George  Malaniak, 
who  informed  her  of  her  son’s 
death,  Officer  Chris  West,  Who 
spoke  caringly  to  her  the  day 
the  court  hearing,  and  funeral 
director  Bill  Crane. 

But  Keyser  felt  “extremely 
upset”  with  defense  attorney 
Steven  Bullock’s  questions  as 
to  whether  her  son  (known  to 
his  family  and  friends  as 
‘Chip’)  used  drugs,  alcohol  or 
ever  tried  to  commit  suicide. 

Calling  the  questions  “to¬ 
tally  uncalled  for  if  he  (Bull¬ 
ock)  bothered  to  check  Chip’s 
autopsy  report,”  she  declared. 
“My  son  made  a  remarkable 
number  of  friends  in  the  four 
months  he  lived  here. 

“He  had  a  lot  to  live  for,”  she 
added,  “as  he  especially  en¬ 
joyed  his  local  government 
and  art  classes  and  had  al¬ 
ready  set  plans  to  enter  the 
Marines  shortly  after  gradua¬ 
tion.” 


She  said  “Chip  also  was  an 
enthusiastic  sports  fan.  He  was 
thrilled  when  his  favorite  New 
York  Yankees  won  the  World 
Series  in  1996.  He  also  was  a 
fan  of  the  Dallas  Cowboys  foot¬ 
ball  team  and  was  buried  wea¬ 
ring  a  Cowboy  cap.” 

In  addition,  Keyser  com¬ 
plained,  “if  someone  really 
had  any  plans  to  end  their  life, 
he  (or  she)  would  have  used 
the  busy  Wayne  road  area  I’m 
sure,  rather  than  a  relatively 
quiet  back  road.  And  would 
have  probably  taken  the  action 
about  midnight  not  6  p.m.” 

The  mother  revealed  she 
and  her  family  lived  in  a  very 
small  New  York  town  for  many 
years,  “where  we  often  walked 
the  middle  of  dark  roads  with 
no  fear  since  there  were  no 
sidewalks  there  either.” 

If  I  had  any  traffic  fears,  I 
would  have  driven  him  to  his 
friend’s  house  myself,  Keyser 
said. 

The  other  major  regret  Key¬ 
ser  had  with  the  delayed  noti¬ 
fication  of  her  son’s  death  is 
that  it  eliminated  any  organ 
donation  options. 

Since  Chip’s  funeral,  Keyser 
said,  she  has  contacted  a 
MADD  representative  to  find 
out  what  resources  she  has  in 
finding  counseling  help. 

“They  promised  I  will  have 
an  advocate  to  go  with  me  to 
the  future  court  sessions,” 
Keyser  said. 

“Although  in  my  mind  I 
know  he  is  dead,  my  heart  still 
hopes  he  will  walk  in  the  door 
when  it  opens  unexpectedly,” 
she  added. 

Part  of  that  mixture  of  emo¬ 
tions  have  delayed  her  from 
erecting  a  headstone  on  Chip’s 
gravesite. 

Chip  is  buried  in  Romulus 
Cemetery,  just  a  short  distance 
from  where  he  was  killed,  his 
mother  lamented. 


Salvation  Army  unit  is  a  model

The  new  Romulus  Salvation 
Army  Adult  Rehabilitation 
Center  that  was  officially  dedi¬ 
cated  only  four  weeks  ago,  al¬ 
ready  is  being  visited  by  other 
ARC  programs  as  a  potential 
model  for  their  community’s 
needs. 

Major  Brian  Merritt,  local 
commander,  informed  the 
Army’s  local  advisory  council 
last  week  that  similar  councils 
from  Omaha,  Neb.  and  Pontiac 
will  be  visiting  the  facilities  at 


Van  Born  and  Middlebelt 
roads  next  Monday  and  Tues¬ 
day-  _ 

Both  ARC  programs  are  in 
the  planning  stages  of  new  fa¬ 
cilities,  Merritt  said,  and  are 
anxious  to  see  what  has  been 
completed  in  Romulus. 

The  local  $7  million  com¬ 
plex  includes  an  ultra-modern 
administration  and  domitory 
building  (complete  with  a  first 
floor  chapel)  set  up  for  men 
undergoing  chemical  abuse 
therapy,  a  large  single  story 
thrift  store  and  a  sorting  facil¬ 


ity  that  examines  and  delivers 
citizen  donations  to  local 
Army  thrift  stores  in  Wayne 
County. 

Money  collected  at  the  local 
thrift  stores  are  the  only  funds 
received  by  the  ARCs  to  help 
sponsor  the  programs  that  suc¬ 
cessfully  treat  hundreds  of 
area  men  each  year,  Merritt 
explained. 

The  former  Salvation  Army 
structure  on  Goddard  road  was 
purchased  by  Wayne  County  as 
a  prelude  to  airport  expan¬ 
sion.

Action-packed  program  steers  kids

My  ears  are  still  ringing! 

In  a  high  energy,  super  posi¬ 
tive  and  fun-filled  atmosphere, 
Durand  Farley  and  Heather 
Schultz  have  just  finished 
their  “It’s  Elementary”  presen¬ 
tation  aimed  at  steering  ele¬ 
mentary  age  students  away 
from  drugs,  improving  their 
self-esteem  and  helping  them 
make  the  right  decisions  in 
their  lives. 

Westland’s  Patchin  Elemen¬ 
tary  was  the  site  of  this  demon¬ 
stration.  It  was  held  in  the 
school’s  gymnasium  earlier 
this  month  to  an  eager,  well- 
behaved  and  attentive  group 
of  students. 

The  presentation,  which 
lasts  about  45  minutes,  in¬ 
cludes  music,  dancing  and 
singing  with  crowd  participa¬ 
tion  encouraged.  At  Patchin, 
that  was  not  a  problem  as  the 
students  gladly  played  along 
and  enjoyed  themselves. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
show  is  the  make-believe  game 
show,  “Make  That  Choice,” 
where  students  are  selected 
from  the  audience  to  come  up 
and  answer  questions  con¬ 
cerning  drug  awareness,  peer 


pressure  and  other  student- 
related  issues  with  the  rest  of 
the  student  body  shouting  out 
loud  if  their  answers  were  cor¬ 
rect  or  not. 

The  crux  of  the  whole  pre¬ 
sentation  is  in  educating  stu¬ 
dents  about  the  importance  of 
making  good  decisions.  Farley 
and  Schultz  make  it  a  point  to 
tell  students  to  always  ask 
themselves  if  they  can  get  hurt 
or  potentially  get  in  trouble  if 
they  do  certain  things  such  as 
taking  drugs,  smoking  or  fight¬ 
ing.  If  the  answer  is  “yes”  to 
any  of  these  actions,  then  it’s 
not  a  good  decision.  A  simple 
concept,  but  one  that  can  help 
youngsters  and  adults  alike  to 
make  the  right  move  when  con¬ 
fronted  with  a  tough  decision. 

When  asked  why  this  pro¬ 
gram  was  started,  Schultz  said, 
“We  started  this  program  three 
years  ago  because  there  was 
such  a  need  at  the  elementary 
school  level  for  this  type  of 


show  The  high  schools  and  ju¬ 
nior  high  senuols  ail  had  pro¬ 
grams  of  this  kind  but  not  the 
elementary  schools.” 

“There  is  need  for  high- 
quality  programs  with  a  lot  of 
substance  for  elementary  aged 
children.  The  sooner  you  can 
get  to  them,  the  better,”  Farley 
said. 

Both  Schultz  and  Farley 
have  worked  together  for  the 
past  eight  years  and  are  vet¬ 
erans  in  educating  young  peo¬ 
ple  in  drug  awareness,  self¬ 
esteem  building  and  issues 
that  children  face. 

They  have  presented  pro¬ 
grams  in  thousands  of  schools 
throughout  the  U.S.  and  in  sev¬ 
eral  other  countries  enabling 
them  to  reach  millions  of 
youth,  adults  and  educators. 

One  of  the  best  parts  of  do¬ 
ing  these  shows,  according  to 
Schultz,  is  “teaching  the  kids 
something  that  they  can  actu¬ 
ally  use  in  their  daily  lives.  We 
give  them  the  skills  to  make 
good  decision.” 

Being  a  good  role  model  for 
the  kids  and  a  positive  influ¬ 
ence  in  their  lives  are  two  of 
the  reasons  that  Farley  per¬ 
forms  in  the  shows. 

“I  once  had  a  kid  come  up  to 
me  after  a  show  and  he  said, 
‘You  are  so  cool.’  It  make  me 
feel  great.

Section  1. 

Short  Title:  This  Ordinance  shaU  be  known  and  cited  as  the  Regional  Center  Zoning 
District  Ordinance. 

Section  2. 

Purpose:  The  foUowing  section  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  City  of  Romulus  is 
hereby  revised  as  follows: 

Section  11.01  Statement  of  purpose 

The  RC,  Regional  Center  District  is  intended  to  promote  large  scale  commercial 
and  office  developments  which  can  take  advantage  of  the  potential  trade  of  passen¬ 
gers,  visitors  and  employments  at  the  Metro  Airport  It  is  also  recognized  that  this 
international  air  facility  wtil  encourage  adjacent  land  uses  for  conventions,  trade 
centers,  educational  and  training  facilities  as  weU  as  the  hotels,  motels,  restaurants, 
car  rental  and  parking  facilities.  An  adjunct  land  use  which  would  compliment  the 
high  rise  hotel,  motel  complex  would  include  multi-story  apartments  and  condo¬ 
miniums.  The  combination  of  diversified  uses  must  be  planned  to  compliment  each 
other  and  be  coordinated  to  utilize  utility  and  road  networks.  This  district  is  intend¬ 
ed  to  encourage  innovation  and  variety  in  type,  design  and  arrangement  of  uses. 
Planned  Development  Areas  and  site  plan  review  approval  are,  therefore,  required 
to  assure  compatible  arrangement  of  the  varied  land  uses  and  that  the  preposed  uses 
meet  the  needs  of  a  Regional  Center. 

The  RC  District  is  also  intended  to  restrict  additional  long-term  surface  parking  lots 
north  of  Interstate  94.  Long-term  surface  parking  lots  do  not  represent  the  highest 
and  best  use  of  the  district;  the  proliferation  of  large  paved  areas  creates  a  negative 
image;  and  surface  parking  lots  are  not  consistent  with  objective  of  encouraging 
other  types  of  commercial  uses,  such  as  hotels  and  offices  that  provide  a  greater 
contribution  to  the  City’s  economy. 

(CM  of  10-27-86(1),  §2) 

Section  2. 

Revision  of  Existing  Sections 

The  following  sections  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for  the  City  of  Romulus  are  hereby 
revised  as  follows: 

Section  11.02  Permitted  principal  uses. 

A.  Hotels  and  motels. 

B.  Office  buildings  and  financial  institutions. 

C.  Restaurants  principally  serving  food  and  beverages  on  the  premises  and  exclud¬ 
ing  fast  fooc^establishments  with  drive-through  facilities. 

D.  Lounges,  theater  and  entertainment  establishments. 

E  Management  and  conference  centers,  conventions  facilities,  colleges,  corporate 
education  and  training  facilities. 

F.  High  rise  multifamily  units  which  meet  the  requirements  of  Article  IX. 

G.  Retail  businesses  whose  principal  activities  are  the  sale  of  merchandise. 

H.  Personal  service  establishments  performing  services  on  the  premises  -  watch  and 
shoe  repair  shops;  beauty  and  barber  shops;  tailor  shops;  photographic  studios;  lock¬ 
smiths;  and  similar  establishments  requiring  a  retail  adjunct 

I.  Municipal  buildings  and  uses  and  public  utility  buildings  exclusive  of  outdoor 
storage  yards. 

J.  Nursery  schools,  day  nurseries,  and  child  care  centers,  provided  that 

1.  There  is  provided  and  maintained  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
square  feet  of  indoor  and/or  outdoor  play  area  per  child  and  provided  that  such  total 
area  shall  not  be  less  than  five  thousand  (5,000)  square  feet 

2.  Such  use  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  interior  of  any  platted  residential  subdivi¬ 
sion. 

3.  Such  use  shall  be  fenced  and  screened  from  any  adjoining  lot 

4.  Adequate  ingress  and  egress,  and  parking  and  circulation  shall  be  provided  on 
site. 

5.  Such  use  shall  not  be  located  within  five  hundred  (500)  feet  or  further  if  deter¬ 
mined  necessary  by  the  Planning  Commission  upon  recommendation  of  the  Fire 
Chief  of  any  of  the  following  uses:  stables,  livestock  bams,  private  kennels,  board¬ 
ing  kennels,  or  boarding  stables,  fowl  and  small  animal  pens  as  permitted  and  regu¬ 
lated  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4.05;  adult  bookstores,  adult  motion  picture 
theaters,  mini  motion  picture  theaters,  cabarets,  escort  services,  massage  parlors, 
massage  schools,  or  nude  body  painting  or  modeling  studios,  as  defined  in  Section 
2.02;  automobile  wash  establishments,  automobile  service  stations,  or  automobile 
engine  and  body  repair  facilities;  central  dry  cleaning  plants  and  laundries;  electrical 
transformer  stations  and  gas  regulator  stations;  air  freight  forwarders;  contractor 
yards;  truck  terminals  and  repair  stations;  heating  and  electric  power  generating 
plants;  processing  and  refining  of  food  stuffs;  petroleum  or  other  inflammable  liq¬ 
uids  production,  refining  or  storage;  blast  furnace,  steel  furnace,  blooming  or  rolling 
mills;  smelting  of  aluminum,  copper,  iron,  zinc  ore,  or  other  metals;  incineration  of 
garbage  or  refuse;  junk  yards;  sludge  composting;  airport  landing  areas,  runways, 
taxiways,  control  towers,  tie-down  areas,  aircraft  hangars,  and  similar  airport  related 


facilities  and  structures. 

K.  Accessory  buildings  and  uses  customarily  incidental  to  the  above  permitted  prin¬ 
cipal  uses  provided  that  the  accessory  use  is  related  and  reasonably  necessary  to  or 
convenient  for  the  satisfactory  and  efficient  operation  of  a  complete  and  integrated 
Regional  Cento*  District  Such  accessory  uses  shall  be  of  a  personal  administrative 
service  or  retail  commercial  character  rather  than  wholesale,  manufacturing  or  as¬ 
sembly.  Outdoor  recreation  facilities  such  as  golf  courses,  tennis  courts  and  swim¬ 
ming  pools  shall  be  considered  accessory  uses  when  such  uses  are  intended  primari¬ 
ly  for  the  guests  or  tenants  of  the  principal  use  of  the  site. 

(Ord.  of  10-27-86(1),  §3) 

Section  11.03  Permitted  uses  after  special  approvaL 

The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted,  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  imposed 
for  each  use  and  subject  further  to  review  and  approval  of  the  use  pursuant  to  Article 

xxvn. 

A.  Long-term  parking  facilities  serving  airport  travelers  which  meet  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  Long-term  parking  facilities  located  in  the  RC  District  north  of  Interstate  94  shall 
be  permitted  only  if  the  entire  parking  facility  is  a  parking  structure.  A  parking 
structure  means  that  the  facility  has  at  least  one  parking  level  in  a  structure  above  the 
entire  area  of  ground  floor  parking,  or  parking  above  some  other  ground  floor  use 
permitted  in  the  RC  District,  or  a  non-parking  related  commercial  building  is  con¬ 
structed  above  the  entire  area  of  ground  floor  parking.  Entrance  driveways,  collec¬ 
tion  booths,  and  other  facilities  ancillary  to  the  parking  facility  may  be  permitted 
outside  of  the  structure,  but  surface  parking  spaces  outside  of  the  structure  shall  not 
be  permitted.  This  restriction  does  not  apply  to  long-term  parking  facilities  con¬ 
structed  in  RC  Districts  located  south  of  1-94. 

2.  Long-tom  lots  and  parking  structures  shall  have  access  to  a  major  thoroughfare 
which  has  a  right-of-way  width  of  at  least  one  hundred  twenty  ( 1 20)  feet  at  the  time 
of  development  This  right-of-way  width  requirement  applies  to  the  segment  of  the 
road  extending  from  the  entrance  of  the  site  to  the  nearest  freeway  interchange. 

3.  Parking  spaces,  including  parking  spaces  in  a  structure,  toll  booths  or  any  related 
structures  shall  be  located  at  least  four  hundred  (400)  feet  from  any  road  right-of- 
way. 

4.  The  frontage  along  the  major  road  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  so  that  it  can  be  rea¬ 
sonable  developed  for  commercial,  office  or  other  uses  permitted  in  the  RC  District. 
The  Planning  Commission  may  recommend  that  conditions  be  imposed  by  the  City 
Council  requiring  development  of  the  frontage  prior  to  the  parking  facility.  In  im¬ 
posing  such  a  condition,  the  Planning  Commission  shall  identify  two  or  more  phas¬ 
es  of  the  parking  facility  which  may  be  developed  only  after  development  of  the 
frontage. 

5.  The  access  drive  to  the  site  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  traffic  lanes  wide  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  two  (2)  incoming  lanes. 

6.  Such  use  shall  be  compatible  with  proposed  land  uses  in  the  RC  District  and 
consistent  with  the  City  Master  Plan. 

7.  The  long-term  parking  lot  shall  not  adversely  impact  adjacent  land  uses. 

8.  The  entrance  to  the  parking  area  shall  be  landscaped  along  both  sides  of  the  en¬ 
trance  road.  A  twenty-foot  greenbelt  shall  be  provided  around  the  entire  perimeter 
of  the  parking  facility,  excluding  driveway  openings.  All  greenbelts  and  landscap¬ 
ing  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  Sections  4. 16  and  4.33. 

9.  Overnight  or  long-term  parking  of  delivery  vans  or  trucks,  truck  tractors,  over- 
the-road  hauling  trucks,  semi’s,  or  similar  commercial  vehicles  shall  be  prohibited 
Long  term  parking  of  recreational  vehicles  such  as  motor  homes,  travel  trailers  and 
similar  vehicles  shall  be  prohibited 

10.  The  site  plan  for  long-term  parking  facilities  shall  identify  trees  with  calipers 
(db.h.)  of  eight  (8)  inches  or  greater  and  25  percent  of  these  trees  must  be  pre¬ 
served  (excluding  trees  not  considered  valuable  such  as  box  elder  or  willow.) 

11.  The  Planning  Commission  may  recommend  that  the  City  Council  not  permit 
long-term  airport  parking  facilities  at  highly  visible  locations  that  may  have  a  nega¬ 
tive  influence  on  the  character  and  appearance  of  the  surrounding  area.  Additional¬ 
ly,  added  screening  requirements  may  be  imposed  to  reduce  the  visibility  of  park¬ 
ing  facilities  at  highly  visible  locations. 

12.  A  parking  facility  in  the  RC  District  north  of  Interstate  94  existing  on  the  date  of 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  may  be  permitted  to  expand  the  surface  parking 
area  of  the  lot  by  not  more  than  five  (5)  acres  if  the  additional  land  area  meets  the 
following  conditions:  it  is  adjacent  to  the  existing  parking  facility;  it  has  no  access 
other  than  from  the  existing  parking  facility;  and  it  has  no  other  viable  use  permit¬ 
ted  by  the  RC  District  Once  the  facility  is  expanded  by  a  total  of  five  acres,  any 
further  expansion  must  meet  the  definition  of  a  parking  structure  as  defined  above. 

B.  Car  rental  establishments  provided  that  adequate  parking  is  provided  specifically 
for  that  use  and  meeting  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  At  least  twenty  (20)  feet  of  greenbelt  and  landscaping  shall  be  provided  along  the 
entire  frontage  (with  the  exception  of  the  driveway).  Such  greenbelt  and  landscap¬ 
ing  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  Sections  4. 16  and  4.33. 

2.  All  storage  of  vehicles  shall  be  to  the  rear  of  the  office  and  shall  be  screened  and 
landscaped  from  the  public  street  as  per  the  requirements  of  Sections  4.16  and  4.33. 

3.  Customer  parking  may  be  provided  in  the  required  front  yard  as  long  as  the  area 
is  landscaped  to  the  specifications  of  Sections  4.33  and  6.04. 

C.  Multiple-family  dwellings,  provided  they  meet  the  requirements  of  Article  VIII. 

D.  Planned  Development  Areas  which  meet  the  requirements  of  Article  XXIII. 

E.  Health  clubs  or  spas,  bowling  alleys,  tennis  courts  and  similar  indoor  recreation 
uses. 

F.  Car  care  services  and  auto  service  centers  which  meet  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  All  such  uses  shall  be  designed  as  an  integral  part  of  a  long-  term  parking  lot 

(2)  All  such  uses  shall  be  at  least  400  feet  from  any  public  road  right-of-way. 

(3)  The  following  types  of  automotive  uses  may  be  permitted:  car  wash  and  wax, 
speedy  oil  change,  muffler  and  brake  repair,  engine  tune-ups  and  gasoline  service. 


(4)  Specific  types  of  uses  not  permitted  shall  include  major  mechanical  and  body 
work,  straightening  of  body  parts,  painting,  welding,  automotive  tpwing,  storage  of 
automobiles  not  in  operating  condition,  or  other  work  involving  noise,  glare, 
fumes,  smoke,  or  other  similar  characteristics. 

(5)  With  the  exception  of  fuel  pumps,  no  outdoor  uses  or  storage  of  equipment, 
parts  or  merchandise  shall  be  permitted. 

(6)  A  twenty  (20)  foot  wide  greenbelt  shall  be  along  the  frontage  of  the  site  parallel 
to  the  public  road  All  greenbelts  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  Sections  4. 16  and 
433. 

(Ord  of  10-27-86  (1),  §  4;  Old.  of 6-22-87,  §§  2, 3) 

Section  11.04  Required  conditions. 

For  all  retail  business  and  service  establishments: 

A.  For  all  uses  within  the  RC  District,  not  more  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  any  re¬ 
quired  front  yard  area  shall  be  used  for  any  of  the  following  purposes:  off-street 
parking,  vehicular  ingress  and  egress,  parking  lot  aisles,  signs,  or  hard-surfaced 
pavement  As  a  minimum,  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet  of  landscaping  or  greenbelt 
shall  be  provided  along  the  road  right-of-way  (ingress  and  egress  to  the  parking  lot 
are  excepted). 

B.  All  goods  produced  on  the  premises  shall  be  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises  where 
produced 

C.  All  business,  servicing,  or  processing  except  for  off-street  parking  or  loading, 
shall  be  conducted  within  a  completely  enclosed  building. 

D.  The  outdoor  storage  or  display  of  goods  or  materials  is  prohibited 

E  Warehousing  or  indoor  storage  of  goods  or  materials  in  quantity  greater  than  in¬ 
cidental  to  normal  business  operations  is  prohibited 
(Ord  of 6-22-87,  §  4) 

Section  11.05  Site  plan  review. 

For  all  uses  permitted  in  the  RC  District,  a  site  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Commission  in  accordance  with  Section  4.04. 

Section  11.06  Area,  height,  and  placement  requirements. 

Area,  height,  and  placement  of  structures  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Schedule 
of  Regulations,  Section  22.01  as  noted  below:

Section  5. 

Conflicting  Provisions  Repealed:  Should  any  section,  clause  or  provision  of  this 
ordinance  be  declared  by  the  Court  to  be  invalid,  the  same  shall  not  affect  the  valid¬ 
ity  of  this  ordinance  as  a  whole  or  any  part  thereof,  other  than  the  part  so  declared  to 
be  invalid 

Section  6. 

Severability  The  various  parts,  sections,  and  clauses  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  severable.  If  any  part,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  clause  is  ad¬ 
judged  unconstitutional  or  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  Ordinance  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  7. 

Effective  Date:  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  publica¬ 
tion  in  the  official  newspaper.

With  the  senior  population 
increasing  in  the  1990s 
throughout  the  U.S.,  more  de¬ 
mands  are  being  made  on  com¬ 
munities  to  provide 
extracurricular  activities  and 
support  for  the  elderly. 

The  city  of  Wayne  is  answer¬ 
ing  the  call  with  the  opening  of 
a  new  Senior  Activity  Center 
located  by  a  senior  citizens 
apartment  complex  near  the 
heart  of  the  downtown  area. 

After  months  of  anticipa¬ 
tion,  the  Senior  Activity  Cen¬ 
ter  officially  opened  April  7, 
and  a  dedicated  ceremony 
with  all  the  pomp  and  circum¬ 
stances  is  slated  for  June  8.

NOXIOUS  WEED  NOTICE 
TO  THE  PROPERTY  OWNERS  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  ROMULUS 

In  accordance  with  P.A.  359  of  1941,  as  amended  and  Chapter  19, 
Article  3,  of  the  Romulus  Code  of  Ordinances  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  all 
owners  of  lands  on  which  noxious  weeds  are  found  growing,  to 
destroy  the  same  before  they  reach  a  seed  bearing  stage  and  to  prevent 
such  weeds  from  becoming  a  detriment  to  public  health. 

If  any  such  owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  such  land  shall  refuse  to 
destroy  such  noxious  weeds  or  cause  them  to  be  destroyed,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Noxious  Weed  Commissioner  to  enter  upon  such  land 
and  destroy  such  noxious  weeds. 

Any  expense  incurred  in  such  destruction  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  such  land  and  the  City  shall  have  a  lien  against  such  land  for 
such  expense.  Any  owner  who  shall  refuse  to  destroy  such  noxious 
weeds  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500.00  and/or  not 
more  than  90  days  in  jail. 

Nothing  in  this  notice  shall  apply  to  weeds  in  fields  devoted  to 
growing  any  small  grain  crop  such  as  wheats,  oats,  barley  or  rye. 

All  weeds  not  cut  by  May  27,  1997  will  be  cut  by  the  City  and  the 
owner  of  die  property  will  be  charged  with  the  cost.  Subsequent 
cuttings  will  be  done  as  often  as  necessary  when  vegetation  reached  12 
inches  in  height  and/or  seed  bearing  stage. 

All  refuse  and  debris  on  the  given  owners  property  will  be  removed  by 
die  City  at  the  owners  expense.

Memories  of 
Detroit  surface 

With  all  the  talk  this  year  about  the  potential  raz¬ 
ing  of  the  downtown  Hudson  building,  I  began  to 
think  about  what  downtown  Detroit  must  have  been 
like  back  when  the  old  building  was  at  its  zenith. 

As  a  Generation-Xer,  I  have  known  downtown  De¬ 
troit  to  be  generally  nothing  but  a  barren  wasteland 
my  entire  life.  Sure,  there  are  some  hot  spots  here 
and  there  at  night  and  a  busy  business  district  in  and 
around  East  Jefferson  and  the  Ren  Cen,  but  other¬ 
wise  downtown  is  still  a  shell  of  what  I’m  sure  it 
must  have  been  during  the  glory  years  of  the  1930s, 
’40s  and  ’50s. 

If  you  have  ever  driven  around  downtown  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon,  away  from  East  Jefferson,  deeper 
into  the  central  downtown  area,  along  such  streets 
as  Griswold,  Washington  Boulevard,  the  Woodward 
Corridor,  Park  and  Grand  River  to  name  a  few,  you 
can  just  see  what  a  marvelous  downtown  it  must 
have  been  back  then. 

I  can  only  imagine  what  wonderful  and  happy 
memories  that  those  buildings  could  tell  if  only  they 
could  talk.  I  always  wonder  what  glorious  memories 
other  people  have  had  in  those  downtown  streets 
during  their  childhood,  adolescence  and  adult  years. 

As  so  many  people  of  my  generation,  I  grew  up  lis¬ 
tening  to  stories  that  my  parents,  aunts  and  uncles 
told  me  concerning  downtown  and  Detroit  as  a 
whole  when  they  were  growing  up  there. 

I  remember  my  mother  telling  me  about  her  first 
job  at  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  on  Fort  Street,  in 
the  summer  of  1952,  straight  out  of  high  school  and 
how  the  streets  were  packed  with  people  and  traffic 
all  day  long. 

My  dad  told  me  about  seeing  my  mom  for  the  first 
time  at  the  old  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  Building  at 
Washington  Boulevard  and  State  Street  where  they 
both  work  -  where  they  spoke  their  first  words  and 
where  a  life-long  love  affair  began. 

My  aunts  told  me  about  all  the  fun  and  crazy 
times  that  they  had  working  at  the  old  Adams  The¬ 
atre  on  Adams  Street,  across  from  Grand  Circus- 


Park,  as  a  candy  girl  and  ticket 
booth  clerk 

When  I  hear  stories  such  as 
these,  downtown  comes  alive  and 
those  old,  decrepit  buildings  have 
meaning  to  me.  When  I  actually 
drove  down  there  and  saw  some  of 
those  places,  it  saddens  me  to  look 
at  them.  I  see  it  as  a  place  that  once 
was  great,  but  has  been  neglected 
for  the  past  couple  of  decades. 

I  havent  traveled  to  many  other  big  cities,  but  I 
once  went  for  an  interview  in  Washington,  D.C.,  a  few 
years  ago  and  I  couldn't  believe  what  I  saw.  As  I 
walked  up  the  stairs  from  the  underground  rail  sys¬ 
tem  to  the  streets  above,  I  actually  saw  people  and 
traffic  -  lots  of  people  and  traffic,  everywhere.  I  felt 
like  I  was  in  a  movie.  I  had  never  been  in  a  down¬ 
town  where  the  sidewalks  were  packed  with  people, 
the  streets  with  traffic  and  every  building  was  being 
occupied  and  used. 

As  I  walked  along,  I  thought  that  this  is  how  De¬ 
troit  must  have  been  when  my  parents  were  young 
and  worked  there.  It  was  a  neat  feeling  being  in  that 
urban,  downtown  environment  -  one  I  had  never  felt 
before. 

I  hope  so  much  that  downtown  Detroit  can  once 
again  be  as  vibrant  and  alive  as  it  was  in  the  stories 
my  parents  and  relatives  told  me  about 

With  the  new  stadiums  being  built,  the  casinos  on 
the  horizon,  the  ever-expanding  theater  district,  the 
hip  Harmonie  Park  area,  the  Detroit  Opera  House 
and  the  old  standbys  -  Greektown,  Rivertown  and 
Bricktown  staying  strong  and  GM's  relocation  to  the 
Ren  Cen,  downtown’s  future  is  starting  to  look 
brighter  and  better  all  the  time. 

I  have  always  envied  my  parents  and  relatives 
because  they  got  to  see  and  experience  a  downtown 
that  I've  never  known.  I  hope  some  day  Til  be  able  to 
take  my  family  to  a  new  downtown  department  store 
to  see  Santa,  gaze  in  awe  at  the  Christmas  lights  and 
decorations  and  then  meet  under  my  own  Kern's 
clock. 

I  believe  that  day  is  coming  soon.

Discipline  is 
lacking 

7b  the  editor: 

My  name  is  Ken  Smith  and  I'm 
a  teacher  in  the  district  and  have 
taught  at  Canton  High  School  for 
22  years.  We  have  a  very  fine  high 
school.  I  also  feel  that  this  Board 
of  Education  has  done  a  great  job 
helping  establish  and  keep  the 
district  on  a  good  path  of  educa¬ 
tional  goals.  The  community  has 
shown  its  support  by  passing  the 
Bond  issue.  Plymouth-Canton  al¬ 
so  has  a  very  dedicated  and  pro¬ 
fessional  staff 

The  annual  Plymouth-Canton 
Educational  Park  report  states  all 
the  outstanding  things  that  go  on 
at  the  Park,  and  it  is  true.  It  points 
out  academics  -  how  we  offer  326 
course  offerings,  how  learning  is 
enhanced  by  lots  of  hands  on  ex¬ 
periences,  and  points  out  all  the 
great  extra  curricular  and  athletic 
programs. 

The  only  concern  I  have  for  the 
Park  is  in  the  lack  of  supervision 
and  discipline.  I  have  served  on 
the  Student  Responsibility  Com¬ 
mittee  for  many  years.  This  com¬ 
mittee  has  recommended  many 
changes  to  help  students  gain 
more  responsibility.  One  of  the 
goals  for  the  School  Improve- 
ment/NCA  Committee  is  "students 
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will  take  responsibility  for  appro¬ 
priate  personal  and  social  behav¬ 
ior".  I  feel  we  are  not  working 
hard  enough  on  this  goal.  We  are 
not  doing  enough  to  help  students 
become  responsible.  I  feel  there 
is  real  lack  of  discipline. 

Discipline  comes  from  the 
Latin  word  which  means  "to 
teach".  We  do  not  teach  discipline. 
We  allow  students  to  learn  bad  be¬ 
haviors.  Students  are  allowed  to 
miss  classes.  They  are  allowed  to 
skip  classes  by  staying  in  the  halls, 
going  to  the  library,  staying  out¬ 
side  the  building  and  leaving 
campus  without  consequences. 
The  staff  allows  the  infractions  of 
these  rules.  We  also  allow  vulgar 
language,  verbal  abuse,  severe 
classroom  disruptions,  inappro¬ 
priate  dress,  loitering  and  undue 
familiarity  How  do  we  do  this?  By 
not  showing  and  teaching  stu¬ 
dents  that  there  are  conse¬ 
quences  for  misbehavior.  We  also 
do  this  by  not  informing  parents 
so  they  can  help  with  these  con¬ 
cerns. 

I  feel  we  must  start  helping  stu¬ 
dents  learn  how  to  modify  their 
behaviors.  We  must  provide  better 
supervision  and  discipline.  We 
must  follow  the  pre-established 
rules  and  consequences  for  mis¬ 
behavior.  We  never  administer 
consequences  immediately  and 
monitor  proper  behavior  fre¬ 
quently.  We  must  enforce  class¬ 
room  rules  consistently.  And  last¬ 
ly,  we  must  make  sure  the  disci¬ 
pline  fits  the  behavior  without 
harshness. 

It  would  be  my  pleasure  to 
show  this  board  what  is  really 
happening  at  the  Park.  Please 
come...I’ll  give  you  a  personal  tour 
and  show  you  these  concerns. 
Our  parents  and  students  de¬ 
serve  better.

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Extension  of  county  jail  millage  draws  comments

An  argument  over  the  possi¬ 
ble  extension  of  the  Wayne 
County  Jail  millage  spilled 
over  last  Friday  to  include  the 
possibility  that  a  separate 
Western  Wayne  County  Jail  be 
erected  sometime  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

Deputy  County  Executive 
Michael  Duggan  appeared  at 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Conference  of  Western  Wayne 
County  in  Dearborn  Heights 
City  Hall  to  correct  recent 
“misinformation”  on  county 
correctional  facility  issues. 

But  despite  Duggan’s  county 
detention  facilities’  outline, 
Westland  Police  Chief  Emery 
Price  complained  about  Dug¬ 
gan’s  distinction  between 
those  in  county  jails  for  misde¬ 
meanors  or  ordinance  viola¬ 
tions. 

Price  said  such  a  distinction 
was  a  recent  invention  of  the 
county  leaders,  while  Duggan 
said  it  has  be  in  existence  for 
about  a  century. 

Price,  Duggan  and  Dear¬ 
born  Heights  Mayor  Ruth  Can- 
field  agreed  on  one  thing 
however  and  that  is  county  of¬ 
ficials  and  representatives  of 
the  18  cities  and  townships  in 
the  CWW  need  to  sit  down  and 
solve  the  public  safety  issues. 

“We  have  a  problem. ..and 
there  is  a  strong  difference  of 
opinions  on  jail  operation  fig 
ures.  Thus  the  county  needs  to 
sit  down  with  us.. .as  a  solution 
is  critically  needed.”

(Following  the  regular  CWW 
meeting,  a  half  hour  meeting 
of  the  unit’s  public  safety  com 
mittee  met  to  come  up  with  a 
recommendation  on  whether 
or  not  to  support  the  millage. 
That  recommendation  will  be 
announced  next  month  at  the 
CWW  meeting  in  Garden  City. 
The  current  millage  runs  out 
in  December.) 

Most  of  the  frustration  on 
both  sides  centers  on  the  Ham- 
tramck  Jail  that  recorded  its 
first  full  year  of  operation  in 
1992. 

Duggan  claims  that  Wayne 
County  crime  levels  decreased 
substantially  that  year  (20  per¬ 
cent)  and  has  stayed  12  per¬ 
cent  lower  than  earlier  levels 
since  the  jail  and  additional 
beds  for  youth  criminals  went 
into  effect. 

Duggan,  reading  from  a 
written  report,  said  since  the 
county  began  “locking  up  more 
than  10,000  additional  pris¬ 
oners  a  year,”  Wayne  county 
has  become  a  safer  place  to 
live.

He  cited  a  1996  figure  that 
showed  513  people  convicted 
of  Westland  crimes  were 
housed  in  the  Hamtramck  jail, 
including  111  convicted  felons, 
298  misdemeanants  and  103  or¬ 
dinance  violators. 

It  is  that  differential  that 
Price  complained  about  in  his 
demand  for  a  Wayne  County- 
CWW  meeting  to  discuss  the 
non-Detroit  needs. 

Duggan  said  he  was  willing 
to  meet  with  local  mayors- 
police  chiefs  to  discuss  the 
area’s  jail-detention  facility 
needs,  even  if  it  meant  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  additional 
Western  Wayne  County  (only) 
jail  facility. 

Another  complaint  raised 
by  Price,  Canton  Supervisor 
Thomas  Yack  and  others  was 
the  fact  that  many  criminals 
sentenced  by  area  judges  don’t 
usually  serve  their  entire  sen- 
tences.-.some  serving  as  little 
as  58  percent  of  their  sched¬ 
uled  time  behind  bars. 

Duggan  said  those  sentenc¬ 
ing  style  fits  state  rates  also. 
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rounds  this  community  shall 
rule  over  all  the  nega¬ 
tives  that  there  may  be.  I  love 
my  city  and  what  it  stands  for: 
People,  Pride  and  Progress. 
The  light  of  the  community 
(the  positive  people)  shall  al¬ 
ways  be  burning  bright,  no 
matter  how  dark  the  nights 
may  get!  Be  proud  of  this  great 
city,  I  am.  “Its  great  to  live  in 
Wayne!”

Roads  don’t 
need  tax  fix 

To  the  editor: 

There  has  been  some  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  what  the  legislature 
is  doing  about  Michigan’s 
roads.  I  would  like  to  offer 
what  Senate  Republicans  have 
done  to  address  this  problem. 
As  Senate  Majority  Leader,  I 
have  made  it  clear  that  I  am 
committed  to  improving  this 
important  investment,  but,  in 
order  to  fix  our  roads,  we  need 
to  fix  the  system.  You  don’t 
keep  filling  a  leaky  bucket.

Price  and  others  said  that  is 
why  many  Western  Wayne 
communities  send  their  pris¬ 
oners  to  jail  facilities  outside 
of  Wayne  County — the  rates 
are  cheaper  and  the  prisoners 
serve  their  full  sentences. 

Duggan  said  many  Michigan 
counties  built  jails  larger  than 
they  really  needed,  so  they 
could  attract  the  per  diem  jail 
house  rates  for  imported 
Wayne  County  prisoners. 

“Wayne  County’s  commit¬ 
ment  to  public  safety  cannot 
be  questioned,”  Duggan  said, 
“since  as  promised  we  are 
locking  up  more  prisoners  and 
the  county’s  crime  rate  is 
down.” 

In  addition  to  money  col¬ 
lected  by  the  current  jail  mill- 
age,  Duggan  asserted,  “the 
county  also  is  dramatically 
supplementing  the  jail  facili¬ 
ties  with  general  fund  expen¬ 
ditures. 

While  it  was  agreed  their 
would  be  180  prisoners  from 
Detroit  and  the  same  number 
from  the  suburbs,  Duggan  said, 
actually  between  200-220  who 
are  housed  there  now  come 
from  surburban  courts. 

That  is  one  of  the  reasons 
for  the  cut  in  sentence  serving 
time,  Duggan  said,  as  some 
suburban  prisoners  are  re¬ 
leased  early  to  make  room  for 
additional  suburban  pris¬ 
oners. 

A  chart  released  by  Duggan 
also  revealed  the  following  jail 
commitments  in  1996:

Court-146  total  inmates,  in- 


out  asking  taxpayers  for  one 
cent  more. 

As  a  Republican  leader.  I 
have  an  obligation  to  continue 
our  tradition  as  the  party  of  re¬ 
form  and  change,  not  tax  in- 
creases  and  bigger 
government.

For  most  of  her  life,  Kim 
Moore  has  been  singing,  and 
now  she  has  turned  her  talent 
into  a  musical  ministry. 


“I  starting  singing  in  church 
when  I  was  a  little  girl,  so  mu¬ 
sic  has  always  been  a  part  of 
my  life,”  said  Moore.

Some  readers  probably  think  that 
doggie  parties  are  just  a  bit  over  the 
top  —  and  at  first  blush  so  did  I. 

But  when  you  think  about  it,  pets 
provide  so  much  to  us  that  it  s  nice 
to  do  something  extra-special  for 
them  in  return.  And  there’s  nothing 
wrong  with  making  better  friends 
with  your  fellow  dog-lovers.  Put 
together  little  doggie  bags  for  your 
canine  guests,  using  packaged  treats 
or  biscuits  and  a  chew  toy,  if  you’re 
so  inclined,  and  secure  the  bag  with 
a  strip  of  rawhide.  Keep  in  mind 
that  the  ASPCA  and  most 
veterinarians  advise  against  giving 
real  bones  to  dogs,  since  fragments 
can  cause  internal  injury. 


Dear  Betty, 

I  love  the  taste  of  roasted 
peppers,  but  avoid  recipes 
that  call  for  peeling  and 
roasting  them  because  it ’s 
such  a  pain.

influence  the  taste  of  whatever  you 
are  preparing.  You  will  make  certain 
taste  concessions,  of  course,  but  if 
you’re  in  a  hurry  to  put  a  quick 
pasta  sauce  with  roasted  peppers 
together  for  a  hungry  family, 
definitely  opt  for  the  convenience  of 
ajar.  If  anyone  has  a  short-cut.  I’m 
all  ears.

James,  Inkster  City  Manager 
Margie  C.  Rose  and  the  late 
Pearl  Hunter,  an  early  settler 
of  Inkster. 

Other  history  makers  are 
the  late  Barbara  Jordan,  Texas 
lawmaker;  Carol  Mosely 
Braun,  first  black  woman  elec¬ 
ted  to  the  U.S.  Senate;  Mae 
Jemison,  first  black  woman 
launched  into  space;  Marian 
Wright  Edelman,  social  activ¬ 
ist  and  founder  and  president 
of  the  Children’s  Defense 
Fund,  and  Barbara  C.  Harris, 
suffragan -bishop  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  the  first  consecrated 
bishop. 

Pearl  E.  Hunter,  an  Inkster 
resident,  who  died  Dec.  10, 
1996,  at  the  age  of  96,  was  in¬ 
deed  a  history  maker.  During 
the  1920s,  after  moving  to  Inks¬ 
ter  with  her  husband,  the  late 
James  Hunter,  and  her  family, 
she  opened  the  first  beauty 
shop  and  alterations  business 
in  Inkster.  In  1949,  she  ven¬ 
tured  where  no  one  else  in  Ink¬ 
ster  had  ever  ventured,  she 
opened  Pearly’s  Department 
Store,  the  first  black-owned 
department  store  in  Inkster. 
As  of  this  date,  history  books 
will  record  it  as  the  only  black-

owned  department  store  in  the 
city. 

Judge  Sylvia  A.  James  of  the 
22nd  District  Court  made  his¬ 
tory  on  Nov.  8,  1988  when  she 
became  the  first  woman  judge 
in  the  history  of  the  city  of  Ink¬ 
ster  and  the  first  black  woman 
elected  to  a  city  office.  She  has 
served  the  city  and  the  district 
well  and  was  re-elected  by  an 
overwhelming  margin  in  1994 
to  a  six-year  term.  A  product  of 
the  Inkster  School  District, 
Judge  James  presides  dis¬ 
tinctly  with  dignity  and  fair¬ 
ness. 

Margie  C.  Rose,  the  third 
Inkster  woman  featured  in  the 
brochure,  will  also  be  listed  in 
the  records  as  a  “first”  for  the 
city.  She  is  the  first  woman  and 
the  first  black  woman  to  hold 
the  position  of  city  manager. 
Previously,  she  served  the  city 
as  assistant  city  manager,  in¬ 
terim  Department  of  Public 
Services  director,  director  of 
administrative  services,  direc¬ 
tor  of  purchasing  and  assistant 
purchasing  agent.  The  city 
manager  has  earned  a  reputa¬ 
tion  as  a  skillful,  competent 
and  well  prepared  administra¬ 
tor.

The  first  time  anyone  spot¬ 
ted  the  gray  and  white  kitten 
on  top  of  a  utility  pole  was 
about  10:30  p.m.

Pawlus  celebrates  life  after 


A  17-year  old  swimmer  from 
Royal  Oak  took  the  time  to  sign 
an  organ  and  tissue  donor 
card,  and  Jerry  Pawlus  of  Be¬ 
lleville  is  very  thankful  that  he 
did. 

Pawlus  received  the  heart 
of  the  boy,  who  had  died  in  a 
car  accident,  five  years  ago. 

The  owner  of  Pawlus  Fu¬ 
neral  Home  in  Belleville  had 
contracted  cardiomyopathy, 
possibly  from  one  of  the 
bodies  he  had  been  working 


on.  The  deteriorating  viral  dis¬ 
ease  of  the  heart,  left  Pawlus 
with  a  limited  time  to  live 
without  a  heart  transplant. 

After  two  years  on  a  waiting 
list,  Pawlus  got  the  call  he  had 
been  waiting  for.  He  drove  to 
the  hospital-,  and  several  hours 
later  he  had  a  healthy  heart. 
Although  he  has  fully  recov¬ 
ered,  Pawlus  still  must  take 
large  doses  of  anti-rejection 
medication. 

Close  to  his  heart,  Pawlus 
carries  the  obituary  of  the  boy 
who  saved  his  life,  and  there  is 
not  a  day  that  goes  by  that  he 
doesn’t  think  about  the  17-year 
old.  He  has  never  met  the  boy’s 
family,  and  has  been  advised 
against  it  because  of  repercus¬ 
sions  for  both  parties  involved. 

Pawlus  is  always  willing  to 
speak  to  those  with  questions 
on  organ  donation,  and  tell 
them  how  it  saved  his  life. 
While  87  people  have  received 
an  organ  or  tissue  transplant 
this  year,  another  17  have  died 
waiting.

Admittedly,  it  was  not  as 
spectacular  as  the  Halle-Bopp 
comet  that  recently  lit  up  the 
skies. 

But  Westland  John  Glenn’s 
Rockets  lit  up  the  scoreboard 
on  Saturday  at  Dearborn,  win¬ 
ning  six  gold  medals  and  re¬ 
taining  the  title  they  won  a 
year  ago. 


“We  successfully  defended 
our  title,  and  we’re  very  proud 
of  that,”  said  Glenn  coach  Jess 
Shough,  also  referring  to  the 
fact  that  the  local  newspaper 
stated  a  week  ago  that  Dear¬ 
born  had  won  the  1996  champi¬ 
onship. 

“For  the  record,  we  won  a 
year  ago,  and  our  kids  stepped 
up  their  performances  Satur¬ 
day  to  repeat  -  we’re  proud  of 
them.” 

Rightfully  so. 

The  Rockets  soared  past  a 
field  of  11  local  and  area  hope¬ 
fuls  to  the  top  of  the  field.  The 
Westlanders  compiled  52 
points,  beating  host  Dearborn, 
which  settled  into  second- 
place  for  the  second  consecu¬ 
tive  year  (40.5  points.) 

The  rest  of  the  relay  field 


included:  Temperance  Bed¬ 
ford  (39),  Wyandotte  and  Red- 
ford  Catholic  Central  were 
tied  for  4th-place  with  26 
points,  Adrian  (22),  Plymouth- 
Salem  (18),  Plymouth-Canton 
(13.5),  U  of  D  Jesuit  (10),  Detroit 
Osborn  (2),  Birmingham 
Brother  Rice  (1)  and  Highland 
Park  (0). 

With  all-around  athlete 
Dave  Jarrett  capturing  the  in¬ 
dividual  title  with  a  leap  of 
22’3/4”,  Glenn  won  the  long 
jump  competition  with  a  total 
of  60’11”.  Jarrett’s  teammates 
Tim  Moore  (20’7”)  and  Devin 
White  (17’11”)  rounded  out  the 
winning  lineup. 

Glenn  also  had  the  No.  1 
performer  in  the  discus  .  Mike 


Samples  earned  individual 
honors  with  a  toss  of  151’8”  and 
led  the  Rockets  to  the  gold  in 
the  discus  relay.  Teammates 
Kurt  Boardman,  who  fired  the 
discus  117’1”  and  Doug  Bar¬ 
nett,  with  a  toss  of  111’9”  got 
the  job  done. 

Coach  Shough’s  high  hurdle 
shuttle  relay  made  up  of  Sam¬ 
ples,  Moore,  Tyronne  Beeman 
and  Jim  Kock  covered  the 
course  in  1:05.22  for  another 
Glenn  first  place,  while  run¬ 
ning  back  Reggie  Spearman, 
Steve  Hester,  Aaron  Stephens 
and  Harden  James  completed 
the  400-meter  relay  in  the  win¬ 
ning  time  of  44.24. 

Glenn  also  finished  first 
with  its  intermediate  hurdle 
shuttle  relay  as  Jim  Koch,  Joe 
Wojtowicz,  Randy  Glenn,  and 


Tim  Moore  were  clocked  in 
1:23.72. 

With  the  lineup  he  used  for 
the  400-meter  relay  (Spear¬ 
man,  Hester,  Stephens  and 
James),  the  Rockets  also 
placed  first  in  the  800-meter 
relay.  The  winning  time  was 
1:32.72. 

In  the  high  jump  relay, 
Glenn  leaped  to  a  silver  as 
Moore  (6’0”),  Mike  Phillips 
(5’10”)  and  White  (57”)  com¬ 
bined  for  a  177”  total. 

The  Rockets  also  settled  for 
a  bronze  in  the  pole  vault  com¬ 
petition  with  Randy  Glenn’s 
12’6”  effort  the  best  of  local 
vaulters.  Teammates  Mike  Re¬ 
bant  (ll’O”)  and  Bill  Cummings 
(9’0”)  completed  the  lineup. 

The  distance  relay  earned  a 


fifth-place,  with  Kevin  Der- 
wich  (800-  2.12),  Terry  Thomas 
(400-53.6),  Justin  Keyes 
(1200-3:37)  and  Joe  Wojtowicz 
(1600  -  4:51.7). 

Wojtowicz  led  off  the  1600- 
meter  relay  which  also  fin¬ 
ished  fifth  (3:39.31).  Thomas, 
Mark  Lovett  and  James 
rounded  out  the  lineup. 

In  dual  meet  competition 
last  week,  Glenn  embarrassed 
Livonia  Stevenson  113-25  for 
their  second  victory  in  three 
starts  in  the  Western  Lakes 
Conference.  It  was  Glenn’s 
first  Lakes  Division  victory. 

Samples  won  his  spe¬ 
cialities  -  the  shot  (46’9  1/2”) 
and  the  discus  (144’3”)  and  Wo¬ 
jtowicz  captured  the  1,600- 
meters  (4:56.9)  and  the  800-

Blanked  twice  in  their  last  three  outings,  Romulus  coach  Don 
Foley  is  seeking  a  combination  that  he  can  put  on  the  diamond 
that  will  put  an  end  to  weeks  like  last  week. 

Redford  Thurston’s  Gus  Zatouros  twirled  a  no-hitter  against 
Foley’s  Eagles,  winning  a  10-0  Mega  Conference  Blue  Division 
decision  that  was  cut  short  by  the  mercy  rule.  (If  a  team  has  a  10- 
run  advantage,  the  umpires  may  call  the  game). 

Then,  after  losing  a  heartbreaker,  4-3,  to  another  Mega  Blue 
opponent,  Dearborn,  Romulus  returned  to  its  hitting  slump  and 
fell  to  Garden  City,  11-0. 

Frustrated,  Foley  said  his  club  will  be  putting  in  overtime  in 
the  batting  cage  to  see  if  they  can  improve  their  hitting. 

“Some  of  our  kids  will  have  to  step  up  their  game  -  that’s  the 
bottom  line,”  Foley  said.  “Also,  I  have  to  find  a  winning  combi¬ 
nation.  Obviously,  we  have  problems,  and  to  solve  them  we  have 
to  change.” 

Zatouros  was  merciless  against  the  Eagles,  holding  the  Eagles 
not  only  scoreless  but  hitless.  The  Thurston  pitcher  struck  out 
six  and  walked  two  in  his  second  win  of  the  season.

Nicolette  Jarrett,  who 
owns  the  John  Glenn  long 
jump  record,  won  her  spe¬ 
ciality  and  helped  the 
Rockets  capture  the  800- 
meter  relay  event,  but  the

WCCC  reports  first  year 
progress  on  sweeping  changes 


The  Wayne  County  Commu¬ 
nity  College  District  (WCCC)  is 
living  up  to  its  new  slogan, 
“Where  Learning  Leads  to  a 
Better  Life,”  according  to  an 
annual  progress  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  from  its 
president,  Dr.  Curtis  L.  Ivery. 

Ivery  reported  on  progress 
of  the  package  of  sweeping  re¬ 
forms  and  changes  he  an¬ 
nounced  in  April  of  1996.  Ivery 
was  hired  as  the  new  president 
in  September,  1995. 

“The  success  of  our  continu¬ 
ing  change  is  reflected  in  a  re- 
sounding  millage  victory, 
enrollment  increases  bucking 
downward  national  trends, 
strong  support  for  our  new  Ed¬ 
ucation  First  Foundation  and 
visible  improvements  in  stu¬ 
dent  services,  courses  and  fa¬ 
cilities,”  Ivery  said.  “This  is 
only  the  beginning  of  our  five 
year  strategic  plan  for  contin¬ 
uous  improvement.” 

The  Wayne  County  Commu¬ 
nity  College  District  serves 


more  than  18,000  students  per 
year  from  32  communities  in  a 
550  square  mile  area  at  its  five 
campuses  located  throughout 
Wayne  County,  the  seventh 
largest  county  in  the  nation  in 
population.

Historical  pieces  displayed  in  Canton

As  a  history  teacher  in  the 
Taylor  school  system,  Pamela 
Yockey  always  keeps  her  stu¬ 
dents  interested  in  what  she  is 
talking  about.  The  Canton 
Township  resident  showed 
how  this  is  possible  when  she 
spoke  to  the  Canton  Historical 
Society  recently. 

Yockey,  who  is  also  the 
Plymouth-Salem  gymnastics 
coach,  has  been  restoring  an¬ 
tique  gowns  for  many  years. 
With  a  great  knowledge  of 
fashions  gone  by,  Yockey  is  of¬ 
ten  asked  to  help  create  histor¬ 
ically  -  accurate  weddings, 
with  everything  from  the  same 
time  period,  right  down  to  the 
flowers. 

Yockey  was  in  the  process  of 
creating  one  of  these  weddings 
when  she  discovered  some¬ 
thing  which  piqued  her  inter¬ 
est.  As  a  part  of  her  wedding 
gown,  the  bride  was  wearing 
something  which  had  been 
handed  down  in  her  family  for 
many  generations. 

A  chatelaine  is  an  append¬ 


age,  either  useful  or  decora¬ 
tive,  which  hang  from  the 
waist,  often  from  chains.  The 
medieval  chatelaine  featured 
a  bunch  of  keys,  although  the 
more  modern  18th  and  19th 
century  chatelaines  supported 
a  variety  of  practical  items, 
such  as  thimbles,  needle  cases, 
scissors,  penknifes,  watches, 
toothpicks,  and  keys.  The  more 
elaborate  and  ornate  the 
chatelaines  were  worn  by  the 
wealthy. 

For  over  10  years,  Yockey 
has  been  adding  to  her  collec¬ 
tion  of  these  period  pieces. 
She  has  visited  antique  shows 
across  the  country,  as  well  as 
some  in  England.  Yockey 
bought  her  least  expensive 
chatelaine  for  $200,  with  the 
most  expensive  costing  her 
$4,000.  One  item  in  Yockey’s 
collection  dates  back  to  1777.  A 
silver  belt,  used  to  hang  the 
chatelaine  from,  is  engraved 
with  the  initials  of  each  person 
the  belt  had  been  given  to, 
along  with  the  year. 

In  the  beginning  most  wo¬ 
men  didn’t  have  chatelaines, 
because  the  men  held  on  to  ev¬ 


erything  for  them.  Men  wore 
their  weapon  hung  from  their 
belt.  As  time  went  on,  women 
began  hooking  small  satchels 
to  their  girdle.  Eventually, 
items  appeared  hanging  from 
a  belt  fastened  around  their 
waist. 

Yockey  explained  that  the 
1880s  were  the  heyday  of  the 
chatelaine.  During  this  time, 
chatelaines  were  worn  for  spe¬ 
cific  reasons,  such  as  dancing, 
gardening,  tennis,  knitting, 
sewing,  and  hunting.  The  ap¬ 
pendages  also  became  inter¬ 
changeable,  and  were  often 
given  as  gifts. 

Yockey  wore  a  vintage  dress 
with  a  sash  as  she  spoke  to  the 
historical  society.  As  she 
showed  off  some  pieces  from 
her  collection,  the  Canton  resi¬ 
dent  hung  them  from  the  sash, 
to  show  how  they  might  have 
been  worn.  After  the  meeting, 
guests  were  allowed  to  get  an 
up  close  look  at  the 
chatelaines.  Yockey  pointed 
out  that  some  of  her 
chatelaines  had  note  pads 
with  ivory  pages,  which  still 
had  writing  in  them.

Bill  Pike  of  Consumers  En¬ 
ergy  noted  that  soon  his  com¬ 
pany  would  be  “knocking  on 
Ford’s  door  as  well  as  other 
plants,  and  the  competition 
will  be  doing  the  same.” 

“The  future  could  see  us 
(Detroit  Edison  and  Con¬ 
sumers  Energy)  sharing  some 
facilities,”  said  Pike. 

“Consumers  Energy  is  the 
fourth  largest  dual  utility  in 
the  U.S,”  said  Pike.  “No  one 
can  beat  our  prices  on  natural 
gas.” 

Pike  noted  that  today  there 
are  separate  meter  readers 
from  the  gas,  electric  and  wa¬ 
ter  utilities  all  taking  turns  to 
read  their  own  meters.  With 
deregulation,  he  said,  one 
reader  could  read  all  of  the 
meters  and  report  the  totals  to 
each  utility. 

Both  talked  about  “stranded 


investments,”  which  are  the 
long-term  costs  of  facilities 
which  were  scheduled  to  be 
paid  off  through  monies  col¬ 
lected  from  users.  If  users 
switch  to  other  suppliers,  the 
utility  companies  could  be  left 
with  debts  without  income  to 
pay  them.  Mahoney  and  Pike 
said  they  hoped  for  safeguards 
for  their  companies’  invest¬ 
ments.  In  addition,  many  pen¬ 
sion  funds  have  invested 
heavily  in  utilities  and  many 
retirees,  who  depend  on  in¬ 
come  investments,  would  be 
hurt  if  stock  prices  are  threat¬ 
ened. 

There  is  also  a  question  of  a 
company’s  willingness  to  un¬ 
dertake  a  long-term  upgrading 
investment  if  their  future  in¬ 
come  base  is  not  secure. 

“Deregulation  is  being 
done.  We  just  want  to  see  that 
it  is  done  right,”  said  Mahoney. 

“What  if  there  is  an  ice 
storm  like  we  had  recently,” 
questioned  Mahoney.  “Our 
crews  were  out  immediately  to 
restore  power,  but  if  there  is  a 
new  provider,  would  it  be  as 
willing  or  as  well  equipped  to 
repair  the  lines? 

“There  are  three  guidelines 
that  must  be  met,”  said  Ma¬ 
honey,  “They  are  fairness,  re- 
liability  and  economic 
security.”

Chevy  thought  of  everything 
when  designing  this  one.  Push 
button  (on  the  fly)  four-wheel- 
drive,  so  you  can  go  from  on  to 
off  roading  effortlessly. 

The  S-10  was  “like  a  rock.”  I 
put  it  through  all  kinds  of 
abuse,  and  it  handled  it  with 
grace  and  ease. 

When  looking  at  the  exte¬ 
rior  of  this  one,  you  get  a  good 
idea  of  how  solidly  this  truck  is 

built.  The  sporty  appearance 
with  the  flaired  fenders  just 
enhances  the  overall  package.

Plus,  as  an  added  bonus,  the 
back  of  the  cab  offered  extra 
cargo  space  for  groceries,  golf 
clubs  or  other  items  that  one 
would  like  to  carry  without 
putting  them  in  the  bed. 

For  a  4x4,  the  interior  was 
plush,  not  necessarily  what 
one  would  expect  for  a  utility 
truck.  The  door  panels  and 
seats  were  adorned  with  color¬ 
ful  fabric  and  the  comfort  was 
uncompromising. 

Then  I  got  to  the  stereo, 
which  had  premium  sound 
quality.  The  music  just  echoed 
all  around  the  cab. 

When  you  think  of  a  truck 
with  most  of  the  features  stan¬ 
dard,  think  Chevy. 

I  could  not  believe  that  most 
everything  came  standard  ex¬ 


cept  the  compact  disc  player. 
The  list  includes:  air  bags,  air 
conditioning,  daytime  running 
lamps,  Scotchgard  fabric  pro¬ 
tector,  intermittent  wipers, 
power  windows,  doors  and 
locks,  the  list  goes  on  however 
the  standard  features  are  too 
numerous  to  mention. 

The  S-Series  pickup  inte¬ 
rior  was  designed  “from  the  in¬ 
side  out”  with  driver  and 
passengers  in  mind.  An  er¬ 
gonomically  designed  instru¬ 
ment  panel,  contoured  seats, 
and  high  quality  trim  give  the 
S-10  a  fresh,  contemporary 
look,  as  well  as  a  high  level  of 
comfort  and  convenience.
